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"A  PATTERN  FOR  THOUGHT"

NEW  YORK,  Oct.  4   (AP)— What's  the  value  of  a  college  education? 

Frank  W.  Bailey  figures  his  was  worth  enough  to  warrant  gifts  of  1^4 
million  dollars  to  his  alma  mater  in  gratitude  for  a  $400  scholarship  he  re- 
ceived in  1881,  "and  without  which  I  could  not  have  gone  to  college." 

Million  In  College 

"If  I  hadn't,  I  probably  would  have  become  a  soda  jerker  in  Chatham,  N. 
Y."  says  the  87-year-old  retired  banker  and  real  estate  broker,  who  gave 
half  a  million  dollars  to  Union  College  in  Schenectady,  N.  Y.,  the  other  day. 
He  previously  had  made  gifts  totaling  one  million  dollars  to  his  alma  mater. 

Bailey  contends  every  college  graduate  owes  his  alma  mater  a  debt  even 
if  he  paid  his  tuition  in  full. 

The  tall,  scholarly  looking  benefactor  of  Union  College  says  that  in  the 
average  college  that  charges  $600  a  year  tuition,  for  instance,  it  costs  the 
college  $500  to  $600  more  to  meet  expenses.  The  graduate  should  at  least 
repay  the  college  the  amount  of  that  difference,  he  contends. 

Practically  all  colleges,  he  adds,  are  having  a  hard  time  obtaining  and 
keeping  good  teachers  because  of  the  low  pay  they  have  to  offer. 

Son  of  Doctor 

"I  was  the  son  of  a  country  doctor  in  Chatham,  N  .Y.,"  Bailey  said  in  an 
interview  in  his  modestly  furnished  office  on  busy  42nd  Street  just  off  Fifth 
Avenue.     "He  charged  very  small  fees  and  he  never  had  any  money  ahead." 

When  Bailey  finished  college  he  thought  he  wanted  to  go  on  to  study 
medicine,  but  meanwhile  got  a  summer  job  at  $10  a  week  with  the  Title 
Guarantee  and  Trust  Co.  in  Brooklyn.  In  the  fall  he  was  put  on  regular 
status  at  $12  a  week. 

"I  seemed  to  develop  a  knack  for  the  work,"  he  said. 

He  remained  there  40  years  and  became  president  before  he  retired  at 
age  60  to  begin  a  new  career  in  real  estate  brokerage  and  development. 
Later  he  retired  from  that  also  and  now  confines  himself  to  handling  his 
personal  finances  and  those  of  Union  College. 

"Any  college  blessed  with  a  faculty  that  will  make  their  students  think 
is  a  college  worth  supporting,"  he  says.

3  Prominent  Lutherans      Industrialist,  Fducctor, 
Named  As  Finals  Speakers   Clergyman  to  Get  Degrees 


Three  prominent  leaders  in  the  United 
Lutheran  Church  of  America  will  address 
graduates,  students,  alumni,  and  guests 
during  the  sixty-second  annual  spring 
commencement  exercises  of  Lenoir  Rhyne 
College  May  30  through  June  1. 

Dr.  Gould  Wickey,  Executive  Secretary 
of  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  United 
Lutheran  Church  in  America;  Dr.  E. 
Bryan  Keisler,  President  of  Central  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  Fremont,  Nebraska;  and 
Rev.  Frank  Efird,  Pastor  of  St.  John's 
Church  Salisbury,  the  largest  Lutheran 
Church  in  North  Carolina,  are  scheduled 
to  speak  at  commencement  exercises, 
alumni  ceremonies,  and  the  baccalaureate 
service  respectively. 

The  commencement  speaker,  Dr.  Wick- 
ey, is  a  native  Pennsylvanian,  a  graduate 
of  Gettysburg  College  and  Gettysburg 
Seminary;  and  he  holds  his  masters  degree 
and  doctorate  from  Harvard.  He  also 
studied  at  Oxford  University  in  England. 
In  addition  to  serving  in  his  present  capa- 
city since  1929,  Dr.  Wickey  served  on  the 
National  Committee  on  Christian  Higher 
Education  and  the  Council  of  Church 
Boards  of  Education  for  a  number  of  years. 
He  is  an  author,  editor  and  member  of  Phi 
Beta  Kappa,  honorary  scholastic  fraLernity. 
His  name  may  be  found  in  Who's  Who  in 
America. 

Dr.  Keisler,  the  alumni  day  speaker,  is  a 
native  of  Gilbert,  South  Carolina,  and  a 
graduate  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  in  the  class  of 
1920.  After  receiving  the  B.  D.  degree 
from  Southern  Lutheran  Theological 
Seminary,  Columbia,  South  Carolina,  Dr. 
Keisler  studied  at  Wofford,  Wittenberg, 
and  Temple  University  and  received  de- 
grees from  each.  He  was  professor  of 
Bible  and  Religious  Education  at  Carthage 
College,  Carthage,  Illinois,  from  1931  to 
1946  and  later  was  professor  of  Practical 
Theology  at  Central  Seminary  until  he  as-

Rho  Sigma  Fraternity  Joins  Strong  National  Group 


The  Rho  Sigma  social  fraternity,  the 
oldest  on  the  campus,  has  been  officially 
accepted  into  the  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  na- 
tional fraternity.  Since  its  organization  in 
1934  the  Rho  Sigma  has  been  one  of  the 
leading  fraternities  on  the  campus. 

The  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  national  frater- 
nity was  founded  at  Richmond  College, 
now  the  University  of  Virginia,  in  1901, 
and  is  the  thirty -eighth  in  order  of  found- 
ing among  the  six.y  national  fraternities. 
Since  its  conception,  the  Sigma  Phi  has 
come  to  be  fifth  in  number  of  chapters  and 
has  120  active  chapters  in  41  states  and  the 
District  of  Columbia.  At  present  there  are 
100  alumni  chapters  and  associations  in  40 
states  and  the  District  of  Columbia.  The 
total  membership  is  more  than  40,000  and 
these  members  are  located  in  every  state 


in  the  union,  the  District  of  Columbia,  and 
in  45  foreign  countries,  territories,  and 
possessions. 

Most  all  the  Sig  Ep  active  chapters  own 
their  own  homes,  and  the  value  of  these 
houses  is  many  millions  of  dollars. 

High  ideals  and  objectives  for  the  fra- 
ternity extend  beyond  the  bounds  of  the 
fraternity.  Many  philanthropic  endeavors 
are  annually  accomplished  by  the  organi- 
zation both  locally  and  nationally.  Special 
services  to  maintain  and  enrich  college  life 
for  worthy  members  are  also  offered. 

The  Rho  Sigma  group  was  initiated 
May  8  and  9  by  the  Field  Secretary  of  the 
na'ional  fraternity,  with  the  Davidson  Col- 
lege and  High  Point  College  chapters  in 
charge.

One  hundred  sixty-nine  students  have 
been  listed  on  the  first  semester  honor 
roll,  according  to  Dean  and  Registrar, 
Prof.  E.  L,  Setzler.

Dr.  Keiser's  public  speaking  classes  con- 
tinue to  excel  in  the  forensic  field.  Lenoir 
Rhyne  speakers  won  the  largest  number 
of  individual  con 'rests  in  the  twenty -first 
South  Atlantic  Forensic  Tournament  held 
on  the  campus  in  early  spring. 

The  tournament  itinerary  included  seven 
rounds  of  debate  on  the  question  "Re- 
solved, that  the  Congress  of  the  United 
Sates  Should  Adopt  A  Compulsory  Fair 
Employment  Practice  Law,"  and  twenty- 
one  individual  contests  on  standard  ora- 
tory, situation  oratory,  extempore,  after 
dinner  speaking,  impromptu,  radio  poetry 
reading,  radio  address  reading,  and  radio 
extempore  were  interspersed  between  de- 
bates. 

George  Washington  University  men  and 
Appalachian  State  Teachers  College  wo- 
men placed  first  in  their  respective  divi- 


sions in  debate.  Lenoir  Rhyne  won  eight 
first  places  followed  by  Tennessee  Poly- 
technic, George  Washing  on  University 
and  Wake  Forest  with  three  each,  while 
Duke  University,  East  Tennessee  State, 
and  Appalachian  won  one  each  in  indivi- 
dual contests. 

Sixty-four  debate  teams  from  twenty- 
one  colleges  and  universities  representing 
seven  states  and  the  District  of  Columbia 
participated  in  the  three  day  tourney. 
Among  the  schools  attending  were  Ap- 
palachian, Carson-Newman,  Davidson, 
Duke  University,  George  Washington  Uni- 
versity, Georgetown  University,  University 
of  Florida,  University  of  Georgia,  Mary- 
ville,  Millsaps,  University  of  South  Caro- 
lina, Tennessee  Polytechnic  Institute,  Wake 
Forest,  U.  S.  Naval  Academy,  VPI,  and 
Lenoir  Rhyne.

From  1946  to  1948  Rev.  Kishi  was  Presi- 
dent of  the  Japan  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church  and  has  held  his  present  position 
since  1948.  For  three  years  he  has  been 
editor  of  "Fukuin  Shinbun"  (Gospel  Pa- 
per) and  is  editor  of  the  Theological  Quar- 
terly. Rev.  Kishi  is  a  member  of  the  board 
of  the  Japan  Lutheran  Li'erature  Society 
and  is  advisor  for  the  Revision  Committee 
of  the  Japanese  Bible.  He  is  also  a  mem- 
ber of  the  committee  on  translating 
Christian  classics. 

Rev.  Kishi's  daughter  Miss  Chieko  Kishi 
is  a  candidate  for  the  A.  B.  degree  in  Pub- 
lic School  Music  and  will  receive  her  de- 
gree when  the  honorary  degrees  are  con- 
ferred. 

In  addition  to  the  three  honorary  de- 
grees approxmiately  one  hundred  twenty- 
five  candidates  for  bachelor  degrees  and 
more  than  forty-five  commercial  students 
will  be  awarded  degrees  and  certificates  in 
the  June  1  graduation  exercises.

Lenoir  Rhyne  Sunday        Publication  Heads  Elected 


The  third  annual  Lenoir  Rhyne  College 
day,  which  is  set  aside  by  the  North  Caro- 
lina United  Evangelical  Lu  heran  Synod 
as  a  part  of  emphasis  on  Christian  Higher 
Education  was  observed  on  Sunday,  April 
12.  Approximately  one  hundred  and  ten 
students  and  faculty  members  visited  sixty 
churches  in  Nor  h  Carolina. 

Representatives  from  the  college  de- 
livered sermons,  talks,  special  music,  and 
in  some  cases  conducted  services,  stressing 
the  importance  of  Christian  Higher  Edu- 
cation, relating  in  particular  to  the  activi- 
ties and  progress  of  Lenoir  Rhyne. 

The  college  sponsored  presentations  in 
churches  where  special  observances  were 
requested,  and  in  many  other  churches 
the  pastor  or  alumni  who  are  members 
of  the  various  congregations  presented  the 
cause  and  need  for  Christian  Higher  Edu- 
cation. 


Dr.  Ruff  Campus  Lecturer 

Rev.  Elson  Ruff,  LL.D.,  editor  of  the  U. 
L.  C.  A.  weekly  news  magazine,  THE 
LUTHERAN,  was  the  lecturer  at  the  1953 
Knubel -Miller  Lectureship  which  was  held 
at  St.  Andrew's  Church.  The  general 
theme  was  "Church  and  State." 

The  lecturer,  who  is  a  native  of  Dun- 
kirk, New  York,  said  that  he  feels  that  the 
relationship  between  the  church  and  state 
is  increasing  in  importance  each  day. 
Commenting  on  the  topic,  Dr.  Ruff  said, 
"No  government  is  strong  enough  to  force 
its  ci  izens  to  obey  its  decrees  for  an  in- 
definite period  unless  the  people  share 
a  common  faith  which  is  favorable  toward 
the  laws  of  their  society.  European  police 
states  are  well  aware  of  this  and  f'ni 
themselves  obliged  to  teach  communism 
as  a  new  religion  of  salvation.  They  per- 
mit the  Christian  churches  to  continue  to 
exist  if  they  are  willing  to  share  in  pro- 
moting the  new  stete  religion.  To  the  ex- 
tent that  the  churches  refuse,  they  are 
forced  into  a  bitter  conflict." 

The  lecture  topics  were  "Search  for 
Sanctions,"  "The  Totalitarian  Church," 
"It's  Your  Souls  We  Want,"  "Problem  of 
Plural  Culture,"  "America  and  God." 
Discussion  periods  followed  each  lecture. 

Dr.  Ruff,  a  former  reporter  for  the 
PHILADELPHIA  INQUIRER,  has  been 
the  editor  of  THE  LUTHERAN  since  1945. 
Several  times  he  has  received  the  As- 
sociated Church  Press  award  for  the  best 
news  report  in  an  American  denomina'ion- 
al  paper.  Dr.  Ruff  is  now  first  vice-presi- 
dent of  the  Associated  Church  Press.

Some  of  the 
other  freshmen  baseballers  are  Joe  Buff, 
Jerry  Blackwelder,  Paul  Lutz,  Bill  Pharr, 
and  Lowell  Roof. 

The  Bears  started  off  the  1953  baseball 
season  with  exhibition  wins  over  the  Gas- 
tonia  "Rockets",  Rock  Hill  "Chiefs",  New- 
ton Baseball  School,  and  the  Newberry 
"Indians".  The  only  defeat  to  be  handed 
the  Bears  in  their  exhibition  schedule  was 
by  the  Rutherfordton  County  "Owls". 
Lenoir  Rhyne  wound  up  their  exhibition 
schedule  with  a  total  of  6  wins  to  1  de- 
feat coming  out  with  a  .857  average. 

The  "Indians"  of  Catawba  College  were 
the  first  to  test  the  fury  of  the  Moun'ain 
Bears  as  the  Bruins  put  their  title  on  the 
line  this  year.  Lenoir  Rhyne  came  out  on 
top  over  the  Catawba  team  7  to  4.  Open- 
ing up  the  home  season  for  the  Mountain 
Beers  on  College  Field  was  Catawba.  The 
"Nifty  Nine"  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  sent  the 
"Indians"  on  their  merry  way  to  Salisbury 
on  the  wrong  end  of  the  score  8  to  5. 
Appalachian  was  next  on  the  list  for  the 
Bears  as  the  "Teachers"  of  Boone  traveled 
to  Hickory  only  to  return  up  the  mountain 
with  a  defeat  staring  them  in  the  face — 
Lenoir  Rhyne  8 — Appalachian  5. 

Lenoir  Rhyne  met  the  "Catamounts" 
from  Western  Carolina  for  the  first  time 
this  season  on  College  Field.  The  Bears 
really  hit  pay  dirt  in  the  first  game  send- 
ing two  Western  Carolina  pitchers  to  the 
showers  for  the  tune  of  16  runs.  Final 
score  in  the  first  outing  with  the  "Cata- 
mounts" was  16  runs  for  the  Bears,  5  for 
Western  Carolina.  In  the  second  game  the 
"Catamounts"  seemed  to  gain  a  little  more 
control  only  allowing  the  Mountain  Bears 
8  runs  but  the  Western  Carolina  team  still 
wound  up  on  the  short  end  of  the  deal 
with  3  runs  to  their  credit. 

Last  year  saw  the  Bears  sweep  the 
Western  Division  clean  and  wind  up  the 
season  with  two  straight  wins  over  the  de- 
fending champs  of  Elon  for  the  North 
State  Conference  baseball  title.  As  the 
days  slip  by  there  is  every  indication  that 
the  Bears  under  the  leadership  of  Coach 
Troy  Washam  will  finish  up  the  1953  base- 
ball season  with  the  North  State  baseball 
crown  firmly  in  their  grip. 
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Track  Team  Ready  For 
Second  Go  At  Title 

Under  the  leadership  of  coaches  Bran- 
don and  Hamilton  the  Lenoir  Rhyne  track 
team  has  been  working  out  in  vigorous 
conten  ion  for  the  defense  of  their  North 
State  Conference  track  title. 

Up  until  the  present  time  the  Bears  have 
been  under  quite  a  handicap  due  to  bad 
weather,  but  wi  h  continuing  good  weatner 
the  cinder  team  is  expected  to  be  in  top 
notch  shape  when  the  annual  North  State 
Track  Meet  rolls  around  the  last  of  May. 

The  Bears  up  to  this  time  have  two  prac- 
tice meets  under  their  belts,  these  being 
Davidson  and  High  Point  College.  In  their 
firs;  meet  of  the  season  with  the  "Wild- 
cats" of  Davidson  College  the  track  team 
found  the  going  a  little  rough.  The  Bears 
however,  gained  qui  e  a  bit  of  valuable 
experience  which  will  aid  them  greatly  in 
the  defense  of  their  title  at  the  North  State 
Track  Meet. 

Lenoir  Rhyne  came  out  on  top  against 
the  "Panthers"  of  High  Point  but  it  was 
a  close  track  meet  all  the  way  for  the 
Bears.  The  track  meet  with  the  "Panth- 
ers" showed  the  cinder  team  of  Lenoir 
Rhyne  what  the  High  Point  team  looked 
Like  and  gave  the  Bears  a  little  something 
to  go  on  before  they  have  to  put  their  title 
up  at  the  North  State  Track  Meet.

Foy  A.  S.  Annas,  a  senior  from  Lenoir 
completing  his  studies  this  spring,  has  been 
awarded  a  Teaching  Fellowship  in  Ro- 
mance Languages  at  the  University  of 
North  Carolina,  it  was  announced  recently 
by  W.  W.  Pierson,  Dean  of  the  University 
Graduate  School. 

A  former  B24  pilot,  Annas  served  during 
World  War  II  in  the  European  theater  of 
operations  with  the  8th  Air  Force  and  dis- 
tinguished himself  by  receiving  the  Air 
Medal  with  clusters.
